D9 gets 15 more days 
for MCL NSFW comment

D9, one of OWOT's contro- 
versial users, ended up in hot 
water again after writing out 
something graphic. It may have 
just crossed the line. 

The text in question was "as- 
terisk symbol MCL is raped by 
multiple indian men _ asterisk 
symbol". 

Moth Cult Leader, or Claude 
Meltroth, posted a screenshot of 
the conversation at 23:46 UTC 
on November 2, 2024, with a 
comment reading "why is d9 
like this". 

Lemuria immediately pinged 
Fern asking her to lengthen D9's 
ban. She obliged, though she 
was unsure how d9 would be 
informed. 

She initially added 30 days, 
but it was later reduced to 15. 


D9's reaction 

D9 was later informed of the 
extension in DMs on OWOT 
with FP. Understandably, D9 
was angry at the month exten- 
sion, and stated that he felt like 
he was being targeted. 

"yeah it was wrong for me to 
troll lime by spamming rape 


threats, but my ban is extended 
for an entire 30 days simply 
cause im fed up with someone 
else's bullshit?". 

D9 also gave some context; 
saying that MCL had DMed him 
asking if he wanted to RP, with a 
":3" at the end. 


Reduction to 15 days 

This sparked some extended 
discussions from Lemuria with 
FP and Fern, where the circum- 
stances behind the statement 
were considered. 

Since the threat was indirect; 
implying that a third party 
would perform the _ actions 
against MCL in question instead 
of d9 himself, and since it was a 
reaction from MCL, one half of 
Lemuria's brain considered a 
15-day reduction. 

However, the other half ar- 
gued for keeping it at 30 days, 
since D9 could have replied to 
MCL's message without an indi- 
rect threat. 

"Even a signature ‘shut the 
fuck up mcl nobody cares about 
your shitty roleplay’ would be 
better", he said. 

Lemuria passed on_ the 
message on behalf of Fern and 
FP, in the global chat, at 02:46 
UIC. 


Unescapable election

The people of the United 
States went out to the polls to 
pick the president for the next 
four years on November 5. 

By the end of the day, every 
major news outlet had projected 
that Trump won the election. 
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OWON journalists sought out 
to cover how the OWOT com- 
munity and similarly connected 
sites reacted to the election. 

Most of OWOT's users are 
non-American, such as Lemuria, 
who is OWON's chief editor. He 
lives in the Philippines, though 
he prefers Kamala. 
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The "we" in the message 
referred to FP and Fern, he said. 

D9 initially doubted the mes- 
sage, pointing out correctly that 
Lemuria wasn't a mod. 

"Oh", he later said, once Le- 
muria fully clarified it. "Kek", 
"I'm dumb", he later said. 


Self-loathing in the chat 

Eventually, at around 03:32 
UTC, after Lemuria relayed the 
ban extension to D9, D9 began 
going on a tangent. "I hate 
OWOT now. I feel trapped." 

"It used to be so nice", he 
said, alongside the usual self- 
loathing stuff. "I know I'm a bad 
person, but why do I still 
struggle to change? I just want 
to be better. Why is it so hard to 
be better?" 

FP just replied that it wasn't 
his choice; Fern had made the 
final decision. "You technically 
don't have to worry much if you 
don't care about being part of 
the Discord", he said. 

Then after that, DI 
communicated that he felt as if 
he were being "ganged up on". 
To that FP replied, "That's all 
based on what you did in the 
past. 

There wasn't much time 
between the murder drones and 


the LIMB incidents to begin 
with". 

The discussion eventually 
morphed into d9 going on one 


of his usual rants, though 
thankfully there were no 
physical threats. 


D9's criminal record 

This isn't D9's first rodeo 
with the OWOT administration; 
the ban from the Discord that 
was extended this week in No- 
vember, was originally applied 
at the end of September when 
old messages from D9 as LIMB 
(short for "Lime is my bitch") 
were dug up and he admitted to 
being the responsible party. The 
messages in question had sexu- 
alized Lime, a minor. 

Now, with the extension 
finalized to 15 days, D9 will re- 
main banned until 24 December 
2024, just in time for Christmas. 

Hopefully he doesn't commit 
any additional offenses that 
might net him a couple extra 
days past Christmas. 

But with Lemuria not liking 
D9 due to the active hostilities 
between both sides (and an un- 
easy peace when he delivered 
the message), he might be in- 
clined to hope for the opposite: 
a longer ban, or even perma.

Rscr's Miscellaneous Text 
collection, on the YWOT Wiki 
(no not the trash Fandom one), 
works to catalog these works of 
textual art. 

Whether someone writing 
about their dislike of the word 
"destiny" in Tagalog (TAGALOG 
in response 
to someone about that very 
same concept in Spanish, a 


world with bioluminescent 
plants instead of lightbulbs, 
someone mourning their dead 
cat (rest in peace), and a little 
discussion about Russia and 
Ukraine, and the war. 

In the YWOT server, Rscr has 
since announced that the page 
has now exceeded 150 text en- 
tries, with him having to spend 
10 seconds scrolling through it 
all. 

Lemuria advised that Rscr 
split it by year but he replied 
that he wanted to "keep 
everything on one page for as 
long as possible". 

Also, he found the length of 
time it takes to scroll through 
the page to be "funny". Lol. 


A small portion of OWOT's 
userbase lives in America; a poll 
by goober capybara on October 
2, 2024 had four people re- 
sponding with the United States 
as their location. 


Effects on OWOT users 

OWON projects that a Trump 
presidency could be a disaster 
for Fern, a transgender woman. 
Of course, this is obvious 
enough. 

Fern voted for Kamala, as ex- 
pected, but still the orange- 
haired Republican won. "But 
since we live in the electoral 
college system and this is a red 
ass state, it doesn't really matter 
in the end", she added.

hominem, having run out of 
counterarguments; another fine 
example of Lemurian ideologi- 
cal superiority.

Lemuria started a little

Back to talk of the new serv- 
er. FP has not yet elaborated on 
its specs, but hopefully it will be 
beefy enough to handle the load 
on OWOT. 

Particularly important to the 
site, and any website in general, 
is upload speed. 

Pushing out all that data to 
every single person with a tab 
open on OWOT uses data, lots of 
it. This is further amplified by 
the crawler bot at chat, the 
spam, and the fact that some 
people have multiple tabs open. 

Lemuria asked FP about the 
specs of the server, pinging him, 
though it took a while to reply. 

With one day left before 
OWON had to be published and 
having spent the whole week 
playing Factorio, there was 
plenty of work to catch up on. 

Fern though weighed in, 
saying that OWOT was fairly 
light on resources. She once ran 
a profiling instance on a low- 
spec Hetzner VPS and it took a 
fair beating. 

OWON even published all the 
profiling logs she posted, be- 
cause the newspaper of course 
needed the filler. It brought the 
paper to Page 10 that week, 
which is so long ago now. 

And of course, a lot of other 
factors are also involved. FP 
spoke of times when the server 
would "eat up" powerful scripts 
as though they were nothing, 
while having problems fetching 
tiles. Oh, and there are dedi- 
cated attackers out there who 
hate OWOT.

Factorio proved its addicting na- 
ture yet again as Lemuria chose to 
spend the week playing the game, 
which in October, got its biggest ex- 
pansion yet, Space Age. 

As of November 8, 2024, Lemuria 
now has 670 hours of Factorio 
playtime as logged by Steam. 

He's already launched a rocket 
(though this was from a playthrough 
he did in May 2023, when he initially 
got the game). That playthrough 
where the rocket was launched how- 
ever, is likely to be incompatible 
with 2.0. 

2.0, being a major version incre- 
ment, brought breaking changes to 
Factorio's modding API. 

The long and difficult process of 
updating to 2.0 is something not all 
modders are willing to undergo, and 
playing on a completely new save is 
simply easier and better. 


Super Productivity, an app 
Lemuria uses to keep track of the 
time he spends on activities daily, 
showed 29 hours spent on Factorio 
over the 45th week of 2024 
(November 3-9).

An admin, and hater of Linux

We're going down the deep rab- 
bit hole, all the way back to 2022. On 
November 8, 2024, an admin of a 
Discord server, who will not be 
named, sent out an advisory about 
how to stay safe from scams. Fairly 
reasonable. 

A few weeks prior, Lemuria had 
turned on desktop notifications for 
Discord. Initially not wanting to do 
so due to fears that he would be hit 
with an infinite deluge of messages 
given the over 140 Discord servers 
he inhabits, it turned out to be not 
so bad. 

However, the admin's name was 
familiar. So, he went down the rabbit 
hole to retrieve the original mes- 
sages from 2021. 

He gathered them up and added 
some other relevant messages from 
other people to the transcript, 
which is now to the right of this 
paragraph, as OWON filler. 

The argument started when Le- 
muria asked if people used Linux, to 
which a tech-illiterate admin said 
that it was "stupid" and "unneces- 
sary". 

Lemuria then replied, "Woah 
there. Can we not insult people 
based on their operating system?". 
This is a type of verbal expression 
known as the hortative, where a 
speaker attempts to discourage an 
action in this case. It can also be 
used to encourage them. 

The hortative is a very common 
tool in the moderator's communica- 
tion toolkit. Fern, one of the server's 
admins, used it in saying "let's keep 
this moment civil" when Inco, an old 
but returning member briefly vis- 
ited the Discord server to catch up, 
and the Lemuria-Andrei conflict got 
brought up by Lemuria. 

Lemuria sent Fern a transcript of 
the entire argument, and Fern had a 
line to say: "he just seems quite mis- 
informed about the whole thing". 

(The admin's bio says “any pro- 
nouns", but the name sounds femi- 
nine so of course Lemuria refers to 
the admin using she/her, and also 
has an entire page on the Lemuria 
Wiki.) 

What happened here were some 
semantic issues. The non-technical 
admin seeing it all from the per- 
spective of the tech-illiterate user 
and the technical person trying to 
explain things, but being held back 
by the fear of authority. 

Wiktionary's definition of a com- 
puter, and the definition that 
Lemuria agrees with, is that it is "a 
programmable electronic device 
that performs mathematical calcula- 
tions and logical operations, espe- 
cially one that can process, store and 
retrieve large amounts of data very 
quickly; now especially, a small one 
for personal or home use employed 
for manipulating text or graphics, 
accessing the Internet, or playing 
games or media." 

A phone fits this definition, and 
thus it is a computer. A pocket com- 
puter, in a sense.
